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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7, 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In both claims 1 and 13, it is not clear what is being defined as "a receiving 
means" and how it is structurally and functionally related to the coupling 
apparatus. The word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "receiving" in an 
attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for 
performing a specified function. However, since no function is specified by the 
word(s) preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the 
element, as required by 35 U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 
1 59 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1 967). 

In claim 5, it is not clear what "concavely shaped" is referring to. The disclosure 
does not define an end of "concavely shaped". 

In claim 6, "an enlarged second end" is confusing because a "first" reference is 
not provided to define a "second". 
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In claim 12, line 5, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 



Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 

USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

4. Claims 1 -1 3 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-13 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,698,061 in view of Markward (2,705,385). 

'061 discloses the invention as claimed but for the receiving means attached to 
the coupling means. '385 teaches a curtain hook having a receiving means (10, 18, a 
hook is shown in the embodiment of fig. 7 ) for supporting an object. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify 
the hook of '061 with a receiving means formed in the coupling means as taught by '385 
to support an object for convenience in use. For claims 5 and 6, note that figure 4 
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shows the web (18) connecting an enlarged second end (10) and a concavely shaped 
portion above hook 17'.
